The money spent to keep Pepper in the 


senate exceeded by half a million dollars 
the sum total spent in the famous New- 
berry campaign, which forced the resig- 
nation of the Michigan senator.

should not be surprised if more than the 
amounts testified to have been spent in 
the Pennslyvania campaign. More than a 
million dollars is already accounted for. 
This is a national disgrace, and smells of 
monumental corruption. 
It was a slush 


fund right, and it is significant that the 
money gathered for the Pepper candidacy 
came principally from great corporations 
and the very wealthy. Mr. Pinehot's 
fund was principally a family affair, and 
is not. therefore, subject to the charge 
that special favor seeking interests were 
behind his candidacy.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS PROVES ITS 


WORTH 


European dispatches arc to the cfTpot 


that Austria has been formally discharged 


from the international court of bankrupt- 
cy by the League of Nations Council, 
which has voted to terminate all control 
of Austrian finances on June 30. 
The re-.N 


habilitation of Austria is one of the fore- 
most achievements of the League. 
It 


ranks with the great world events since 
the war. and it is such work as has been 
done in Austria that not only justifies the 
creation of the League, but which calls for 
its permanency. 


Less than four years ago. on Oct. 4, 


19~2. the three protocols embodying the 
scheme for the financial reconstruction of 
Austria were signed at Geneva. 
At that 


time all Europe was in a chaotic state, 
but Austria presented the worst condition 
of all the nations, save possibly Russia. 
By the end of that year every currency on 
the -continent with four minor exceptions 
had begun to fall. 
In Poland. Austria. 


Hungary. Russia and Germany, the fall 
was precipitojis. With wildly fluctuating 
exchanges there was 110 basis on which to 
rebuild the economic structure, no practi- 
cable medium for international trade. 


The first thing vital to Europe was to 


arrest this demoralization. Austria pre- 
sented the most desperate problem. No 
currency except the Russian ruble had fal- 
len so low. Cut down to a mere shell of her 
former existence, without ports or nat- 
ural outlets. Austria was heavily depen- 
dent on imported food and raw materials, 
and therefore on the external value of its 
money. 
Its plight 
and its necessities 


were clearly beyond its unaided resources. 
It faced the certain and almost immediate 
prospect of chaotic finances terminating 
in starvation and revolution. 


It was in this situation that the League, 


through appointment of a commissioner- 
general, took over Austrian finances. Nat- 
urally, it aimed iirst of all to stabilize the 
currency. Immediate cessation of un- 
covered 
note 
issues was ordered, 


and an external guaranteed loan was 
raised. - principally 
to 
meet budget 


deficits during the period of reform. 
All 


that the League undertook to do was to 
restore financial stability, or to lay the 
foundation on which the new and heavily 
restricted Austria could attain a level of 
prosperity commensurate with its capaci- 
ty, industry and opportunities. 


The results have been astonishing and 


striking. Within the second year the bud-- 
get showed a substantial surplus, avail- 
able for capital investment. The year 
1925 was equally successful, so that a 
substantial portion of the external loan 
has been free to increase capital resources 
of the country. To quote an authority who 
has reviewed the experiments: 
"If we 


separate out of the budget both new capi- 
tal investments and other expenditure of 
a capital character such as the repayment 
of liabilities, we arrive at the astonishing 
result that throughout_the whole period of 
three years the allocations from the recon- 
struction loan to guarantee deficits have 
been less than one year's service of the 
loan itself." 
A similar process is going 


on in Hungary, with similar results indi- 
cated. 


To sum it up. an entire nation, compris- 


ing a strong people which has long con- 
tributed to the art. culture, economy and 
scientific progress of Europe, but which 
was overwhelmed by the tragedy of war. 
has been put upon its feet and enabled to 
start life anew. 
The credit for this be- 


longs entirely to the League of Nations. 
It is a new chapter in world relations, and 
an organization which could initiate and 
carry through this program is entitled to 
the praise and g-jod-will of all nations.

headache, nausea, perhaps vomiting, and faintness 
or giddiness, perhaps with some mental aberration 
which a casual observer might ascribe to drunken- 
ness. Together with such symptoms, a rather char- 
acteristic effect is that the victim suddenly loses 
power in his knees, becomes "frozen" in the spot. 
The heaters in closed cars not infrequently permit 
some pollution of the air in the car with carbon, 
monoxid from the exhaust.
